(1) . Applicants' Amendments and Remarks filed on 12/18/2008 have been received. 

Claims 3-4, 6, 8, 1 1 and 23 are amended. 

Total cancelled claims 1-2, 5, 7, 9, 14 and 17-18. 

The rejections of claims 2-23 in prior Office Action dated 1 1/6/2008 is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 3-4, 6, 8, 10-13, 15-16 and 19-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(3) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This instant Application is allowable because the features of fluid separating device 
comprising at least one bottom opening and at least one overflow pipe in instant claim 4, liquid 
feeding device ending in the lower section in instant claim 6 and contact device essentially 
occupying lower section in instant claim 3 are novel. It is illustrated in the following Figure: 
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Overflow pipe 211 and liquid feeding device 213 are shown in the Figure above. 

Closest prior art Crawford (US 2198305) discloses gas and liquid contact apparatus 
(Title). As shown in the figure below that Crawford (US 2198305) does not teach overflow pipe 
and liquid feeding device located at bottom of the device. Crawford (US 2198305) does not teach 
the contacting media expanding to cover the whole lower section either.

Prior art Adams et al (US 4491566) disclose automatic CO2 removal system and 
operation (Title). Adams et al (US 4491566) teach the use of level controlling for the absorbent 
liquid in the lower section of absorber. Both Crawford et al, Adams et al teach overflow pipe, 
liquid feeding device located at lower section as well as the contacting region occupying the 
lower section completely. Conclusively, instant claims 3-4,6,8,10-13 and 15-16, and 19-23 are 
patentable subject matters and passed to issue as to this date of Allowability Notice.
